It has been before obſerved, that Tunſtall is fituated upon an 
aſcent; and little doubt is. to be made that this eminence-of ſitu- 
ation gave name to the place, the very name being ſufficiently 
expreſſive of that eminence; for Dunſtall (an appellation which 
ſill prevails among the vulgar), being tranſlated from, the lan- 
guage of our anceſtors, points out to us he high place, or, the 
place upon the hill (c). 

If we look. into the antient ſtate of this place, and carry our- 
ſelves back to the time of the general ſurvey, the moſt diſtant 
period we can arrive at with any proſpect of ſucceſs, we ſhall 
find that Tunſtall in the time of king Henry I. was little more 
than a private manor, not. yet diſtinguiſhed with the name and 
privileges of a pariſh, without a church (if ſo much may be con- 
cluded from the ſilence of Domeſday book upon this head), ſub. 
ject to its temporal lord, and inhabited by nine villans (a), each

Thus ended this noble family, Sir James dying 27th Martij, 
1613, two hundred years from their firſt ſettlement here; and 
in him, I uſed to think, that the name of Crowmer had been 
extinguiſhed; but 1 read that George Cromer of London, who 
had iſſue male, died 2oth June, 1631, aged 79, and was 1225 
ried at Oakham in Surry (C“). 

As for the two daughters of Sir James Crowes Martha and 
Chriſtian ; the former dyed unmarried 14th April, 161 5, and

I am told that it was begun to be rebuilt by Sir james 
Crowmer juſt before his death; that after his death the materials 
were purchaſed by Sir Robert Vyner, and carried to London; 5

poſt-office, was built with them. 


The ancient habitation of the Crowners was at Grove-end : Sir 


James removed it to the place here mentioned as a better ſitua- 
tion; but. his magnificent ſeat was never finiſhed. The ruinated 

houſe at the bottom of the ſtreet was built for Sir Edward Hales 
about 1658, by Mr. John Grove, his ſteward. This is the houſe 


which Phihpot, p. 343, calls a fabric of that ſtupendous magni- 


ficence that it at once obliges the eye to admiration and delight. 


This houſe, however, muſt have been built ſooner, than 1655. . 


Sir Edward Hales died 1654, Philipot, I think, ſays it was build- 


ing when he wrote, which was about the year 163 5; he was 


making collections in the year 16 33: but after, all it may be 
queſtioned whether this 18 really the houſe which Philipot 
meant; it certainly does not deſerve the character he gives off it.

LAMBERTUS DE MONNETO is the firſt I have hitherto met with; 
by birth an Italian as his name ſhould intimate; and one par- 
ticularly favoured by John Peckham, archbiſhop of Canter-

determined, th Q e. rector not to pay the money demanded, and 
he accordingly refuſed the payment of it, and gave Baniſter 
the proper notice that he ſhould. appeal to the quarter ſeſ- 
ſions for relief; which Baniſter ſeemed at firſt to diſregard, 
ſaying, that the rate was ſigned by the juſtices (though. whe. 
ther before or after the alteration appeared not), and uſing 2 
ſeveral threats. and menacing. expreſſions, adding afterwards, - 
much entreaty and perſuaſion: to induce the rector to pay the 
money; but he perſiſting. in his refuſal, Baniſter went his 
way, and the. rector expected and intended to appeal agree- 
ably to the notice which he had given for that purpoſe.

Notwithſtanding the notice of appeal given upon the 2 1ſt of 
December following, the rector being then from home, came 
Baniſter to the parſonage-houſe, bringing with him two other 
perſons, and alſo Mr. Cooke of Tonge, who was then cofiſtable, 
and by virtue of a warrant from ſome juſtices as he ſaid (though 
who they were nobody knows) ſeized and forcibly carried away 
a large quantity of pewter and other utenſils from the parſonage- 
houſe, behaving in the rudeſt and moſt indecent manner, al- 
though Mr. Cooke (who during the whole tranſaction behaved 
with the greateſt civility) perſuaded him to proceed reſpectfully 
and quietly, and not to take away a quantity of goods, in value 
ſo much exceeding what the aſſeſſment amounted to. 
December the 24th, the rector received a letter from Baniſter, 

offering, that upon payment of the rate, and a ſmall preſent to | 
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. PR had accompanied him, he would reſtore che eu] 
which he had taken away; to which the rector ſent for an- 
ſwer only, that this was an improper ſeaſon for ſuch diſturbances; 4 
and December the 26th, in a letter, repeated to him the notice 


he had before given of his intended appeal, at the ſame time 
appointing him to appear at the ſeſſions, and to bring with 
him the book in which the aſſeſſment was written. 


The 6th of January the appeal was heard at C anterbury, when 
it appearing evidently that the rate had been unduly made, and 


the parſonage-houſe inſerted after the making of it, the aſſeſſ- 
ment upon. the parſonage-houſe was in all points quathed, and 
the rector's goods were ordered to be reſtored. 


A few days afterwards a perſon was ſent to demand the goods 


of. Baniſter, who refuſed to reſtore them, ſaying, that he had 


them not, but had ſold them according to law. The rector 
waited ſome days to ſee whether he would alter his mind, and 


comply with the order of the court; but he till bg 


obſtinate in his refuſal, was very ſhortly afterwards arreſted. 


Beginning now to be ſenſible - of his ſituatibn, the er 7a 
was moved by Jacob Baniſter and ſome others, that the matter 
might be accommodated, and his brother releaſed ; but whether. 
the terms were ſuch as could not be complied with, or for what 


other reaſon appears not; the cauſe went on to iflue, and Was 
to have been tried at the enſuing aſſizes, at which time the 
rector and his witneſſes attending at Maidſtone, July 23, 1721, 
received a meſſage from Baniſter, requeſting an interview, which 


being granted, . Baniſter deſired that the affair might drop, and 
propoſed to throw all the expences, as well the rector's as his 


own, into the pariſh ' accounts, and that the whole ſhould be

Jacob, Wilkins and ſome others, he could perform that feat; 
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but the 0d tefuling to be feimburſed by * 
uch as were innocent, rejected his ridiculous and unjuſt pro- 


poſal; however, the matter being Tefamed the next day by the 


interceſſion of friends; and the ſtrongeſt aſſurances that all miſ- 
underſtandings and reſentnent ſhould be for ever laid aſide and 
forgotten, and that ſuch conceſſion. ſhould be looked upon as 
a perpetual obligation and a proof of the rector's kindneſs, and 
a manifeſtation of his known averſion to litigation and quarrels, 
an arbitration was concluded upon, and the buſineſs referred to 
Robert Elwick of Bredgar, clerk, and Nicholas Jackſon of Lin- 
ſtead, gentleman; the rector's compliance wherein was much 
blamed by his acquaintance and friends, and he himſelf had 
reaſon afterwards to wiſh he had been leſs condeſcending; | 
The bond of arbitration being ſigned, the ſincerity of Ba- 
niſter's aſſeverations appeared immediately, by the ſteps which 
were taken to prevent the arbitration taking place, and: the' viſible 
endeavours of himſelf and his abettors to put off the rector 
with fair words till the time limited for the determination of the 
affair ſhould expire. However, September 19, the arbitrators 
met, and notwithſtanding the falſe affidavits procured by the 
villainy of Baker the attorney, the matter appeared ſo plain, that 
Mr. Jackſon could not but admit that the treatment of the rector 
had been above meaſure ſcandalous; but yet he was unwilling 
to award him any ſatis faction, inſiſting upon ſuch ridiculous and 
extraordinary terms, that no perſon can believe he could be 
in earneſt or in his ſenſes when he propoſed theme: 75:5 
The arbitration being thus at an end, there remained nothing 
more for the rector to do but to bring the cauſe to a trial, which 
he accordingly did at the next aſſizes holden at Maidſtone, March 
21, 1722, and very readily recovering his damages, Baniſter was

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pending This diſpute, an oppoſition of another kind was ſet up 
againſt the rector, who, April 1, 1721; having choſen a church- 
warden: for the year enſuing, Wilkins and His aſſociates diſputed 
his right of choice, affirming, that it lay in the pariſh, and that 
they themſelves would chuſe another.

So neil were the 0 of theſe eee that, re- 
gardleſs of the determination of the quarter ſeſſions abovemen- 
tioned, Jacob Baniſter, who ſucceeded his brother as -overſeer of 
the poor, at a veſtry holden April 30, 1721, produced. a certain 
rate written by Wilkins, though no ſuch rate had ever been 
granted by the pariſh, or indeed ever mentioned before, in which 
rate the parſonage houſe was again rated as it had been before. 
The rector, the church-warden, and others refuſed to ſign it. 7 
At the fitting of the juſtices, May 4 following, the church⸗- 
warden appeared and deſired that the rate might not be con- 
firmed, at the ſame time giving his reaſons for it; that he had 
not ſigned it, neither could he, it being ſo unequal and unfair;

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been ſet afide before. All this appeared extremely reaſtnable to 
every body but Mr. Kenrick ; who in a froward angry manner 
told the church-warden the rate mould be confirmed notwith- 
ſtanding the quarter-ſefſions : accordingly he wy 8 it Tani 
and compelled another to ſign it alſo. | 

By this act of dotage, the rector was reduced to the neceflity 
of purſuing the fame courſe again. But the event of the former 
bulineſs put an end to any further proceedings in this, and all 
vexation upon the ſcore of aſſeſſments ceaſed. As to Wilkins, 
his ſcurrility and diſorderly behaviour encreaſing, he was pre- 
ſented by the church- warden to the ordinary, for wrangling and 
quarrelling, 1 in the church, and abuſing the rector with oppro- 
brious language there; which preſentment Wilkins appeared in 
court to anſwer, and denied the charge; whereupon an intima- 
tion was decreed to go forth for the rector or church- warden to 
appear and juſtify, which they accordingly did; and divers arti- 
cles were exhibited againſt Wilkins for abuſe, wrangling, and 
profanely ſwearing in the church; and he would have received 
correction ſuitable to his demerits, but, luckily for him, an act of 
general pardon was paſſed at that very time, and he eſcaped 
chaſtiſement. However, the diſgrace ſat heavy upon him, and 
to the great joy of the pariſhioners he left the Place, by: his 
departure making room for a more worthy perſon. 

By this means the combination was broken, and peace reſtored 
to the pariſh ; nothing more being attempted by theſe people in 
their own perſons, 1724, except breaking open the church and 
ringing the bells at an unſeaſonable hour; which extravagant 
action, the parties making a due ſubmiſſion, Was . — 
doned by the rector.

When Mr, Mores . firſt carne to be rector ot this pariſh, he 


found ſtanding. at the eaſt-fide of the church-yard a ſtately row 


of large and tall elms. The next year, being about to build a 


new parſonage-houſe, the carpenter mightily perſuaded him to 


take them down and uſe them in the building; but they being 


ſo very regular, fo ornamental, and withal ſo great a defence to 


the church 8 "wb WH; he would by no means conſent.

Notwithflanding i in the year 17 14, sir John Hales, e 
that they belonged to him as lord of the manor, ordered them to 


be felled, although it was with difficulty that he got any body to 
undertake, the buſineſs. The trees were ſo generally ſuppoſed to 
be the property of the rector, that men of honeſty and civility 
refuſed to be concerned in the affair: preceding rectors were 
known to have lopped them without the leaſt diſturbance. The 
land on each fide of the way was the rector's; and the very 


man who was found to act in this buſineſs (Joſeph Caſtile) came 
firſt to entreat the rector's pardon for what he was abont to do, 


pleading his dependence on his landlord Sir John, whom if he 


ſhould diſobey, he ſaid, it would prove his ruin, as he ſhould be 


infallibly turned both out of houſe and work. Old Mr. Baniſter, 
Sir John's ſteward, at that time aſſured the rector that himſelf 
had plainly refuſed to be concerned therein; but Mr. Allen the 
rector of Murſton came and meaſured the diſtance of the trees 


from the church-yard wall, and finding it to exceed 18 inches, 
orders were given for their being cut down, and they were cut

but any farther particulars he knew not. His coming at a time 
when the rector was in ſo dangerous a ſtate, and ſo very unfit 
to be diſturbed upon ſuch an occaſion, ſeemed to import ſome- 
thing very conſiderable. The rector therefore ſent to his at- 
torney, who was then in town, deſiring him to do what was 
proper in the caſe; and ſo ſoon as he was able ta go abroad, 
was carried by a gentleman. of ſome - eminence to Sir John, that 
he might learn his offence... Sir John ſtobd at his parlour win- 
dow reading, but ſent out word that he was not at home. The 
ſervant was then required to go in again, and aſk What other 
time would be agreeable to his maſter to be waited: ak about 
buſineſs : the anſwer was, that he had no ſuch time. 
Being at a loſs what method to take after this treatment, the

In what manner. this affair ended, cannot certainly be ſaid, 
It appears not to have come to a trial; and if it had, muſt in all 
likelihood have been determined in disfavour of Sir John Hales. 
His demand ſeems to have been for two very ſmall aſhes which 
grew cloſe to the doors of the parſonage barn towards the road, 

where was formerly a common well for the uſe of the poor 
people in the adjacent cottages, before the inhabitants of thoſe 
cottages had ſeverally wells for their diſtinct and particular uſe; 
which they ſeem not to have had before the year 1680. Theſe 
trees ſtanding in the way of the barn were taken down by the 
rector, on a preſumption that they were his own, in the year 

1717, being then valued at 3s. after the carriage of them bad 
been paid to Sittingbourne; ; fo that with reſpect to theſe, had 

the rector been in an error, Sir John was precluded by the ſta-

The accufation brought againſt Mr. Baniſter, in the preceding ſection, is of a 
very ſerious nature indeed; and, could Rowe-Mores have brought any legal evidence, 


turn out the oldtenant, or that the increaſe of the Land Tax aſſeſſment ceded to 
the uſes of Mr. Baniſter ; God forbid, that I ſhould. endeavour to palliate ſuch 
groſs and fraudulent impoſitions! But, ſince Rowe-Mores has thought fit to bring: 
his own ipſe dixit only in ſupport of theſe allegations, it is preſumed that Mr. 
Baniſter's reſpectability in life, and the general character which he bore among 
his neighbours (which, except from the poiſoned arrows of this defamer, bas rc. 
mained always unimpeached), will ſecure him from the imputation of this malignant 
attack; eſpecially when it is conſidered that the perſon, who hazarded this baſe 
invective, is repreſented by you, bis Biographer (ſee Memoirs of the Author, 
page xxiv.), as a man given up to habits of negligence and diſſipation; but more 
of this anon.

Rowe-Mores's allegation, Mr. Baniſter (as aſſeſſor) was deſirous of making one 
more effort towards ſetting him on an equality with the reſt of the land- onen 
As to the aſſeſſor's giving in a wrong place for hearing the appeal; this charge is 
ſo very futile, as ſcarcely to deſerve a ſerious reply, and the bare mention of it 
carries with it its own refutation: for, can it be imagined, that any man, 'endued 
with a grain of common underſtanding- or diſcretion, and Mr. Baniſter was not de- 
ficient in either, would bazard an impoſition, whence he could derive no kind of 
advantage, but which, on the contrary, would have ſubjected him to immedian 
detection? And, ſurely, if the aſſeſſors had reaſon to think that Mr. Mores w# 
under- rated in the aſſeſſment, it would have been the higheſt piece of injuſtice 0- 
wards themſelves, and the reſt of the land-owners, not to have raiſed him in bs 
valuation, by which the aſſeſſment of every other land-owner in the pariſh ws 
proportionably lowered.

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general that year than formerly, and that the overplus ceded to. the uſes of Mr. 
Baniſter. From this concluſion of Rowe. Mores, it ſhould ſeem, that to the two 
0 qualities of indolence and diffipation, he united that of the groſſeſt · ignorance in 
matters of this kind, or that he wilfully ſhut his eyes to an obſervation, which: 
muſt have occurred to any perſon of common diſcernment, namely, that the aſ- 
ſeſſors are limited as to the ſpecific. ſum to be raiſed on the pariſh, the proportion 
which each man is to pays towards making up this ſum, being the only object left 
to them, and this to be ſettled according to the rents. It therefore follows, that 
if Mr. Baniſter, in conjunction with the other aſſeſſor (for ſimply in his own name 
he could make no legal aſſeſſment); if, I ſay, the aſſeſſors had acted otherwiſe 
than they did, it would have been the greateſt injury to every individual on their 
books, whofe aſſeſſments. were conſequently: lowered, as that of Mr. Mores was ad- 
yanced ; and that the liquidation of theſe ſums was properly arranged, was the 
duty of the commiſſioners to infpe&, and likewiſe that _theſs ſums made up the 
giols amount heretofore levied on the pariſh ;, and this being the caſe, where was: 
the overplus to ariſe, which ceded (as Rowe-Mores pretends} to the uſe of Mr. 
Baniſter? And although the commiſſioners afterwards thought fit to reduce. the 
aſſeſſment of the parſonage; yet ſurely, there reſts no imputation oa Mr., Baniſter, 
or the other aſſeſſor, for the part they took in this buſineſs; and ſince this inſinu- 
ation of Rowe-Mores, thus artfully and looſely worded, that Mr. Baniſter applied 
any part of the money to his own uſe, falls to the ground, this is no bad argu- 
ment of the falſity of the former part of the charge mentioned in this ſection. 
Of equal validity is the accuſation brought againſt. Mr. Baniſter and moſt of tbe 
other inhabitants (for on this occaſion the greater part of the pariſhioners are ip- 
volved in the cenſure), of rating Mr. Mores, for his parfonage- houſe, in the 
pariſh aſſeſſments, and of making an alteration in the rate after it had been 
þgned by the juſtices. This charge, like the former, remains unſubſtantiated; 
and therefore muſt, by every candid and diſpaſſionate reader, be conſidered as 
proceeding from a mind everflowing with ſpleen and malevolence. As tothe for- 
mer part of this charge, if diveſted of: the falſe. gloſs which Rowe-Mores has 
thought fit to give it in favour of his father, it amounts to no more than this: 
that the pariſhioners, conceiving that Mr. Mores was under - rated, thought fit to lay 
an additional aſſeſſment on the living; and- if, in this buſineſs, the rector was 
aſſeſſed beyond the true value of the living, he ought to have con ſidered, that the 
only method: of arriving to the knowledge of the juſt value of a diſputed 
tent, is to make a- charge in the aſſeſſment beyond what is known to be its real 
denomination; nor is this any act of injuſtice in the officer; nor ought Mr. Mores, 
in the preſent inſtavee, to have imputed any blame to Mr. Baniſter, or his col-

Theſe odious terms, I will be bold to ſay, were never more improperly applied 
than on the preſent occaſion :. and let me. take leave to aſk, whether a man of fo 
lacid a diſpoſition as I have here deſcribed could, in two diſtant ſtages of his life, 
$2 acted fo incongruoully, as to haye poſſeſſed the rancour and the implacabilit

Such 
character indeed would be not improperly adapted for the hero of a modern co - 
medy, where the ſame perſon is often à very great rogue at the firſt act, and, 
before the end of the play becomes every thing that is praiſeworthy : but this is 
by no means the caſe in real life. Mankind are with difficulty brought to lay aſide 
the prejudices which they have imbibed againſt thoſe by whom they have hereto- 
fore canceived themſeves to have been hardly uſed ; and I believe the inſtances are 
very rare, of a man having regained the general good opinion of his neighbours, 
who had once deſervedly incurred their ill will by his repeated deviation from the 
paths of rectitude and virtue: whatever pains he may take for that purpoſe will 
be ranked under the diſgraceful and contemptuous appellation of hypocriſy and 
deceit, and the man himſelf will be looked upon with a jealous eye, and avoided

The foul reproach, vented with ſo much confidence againſt Mr. Baniſter, of 
having made a ſeizure of Mr. Mores's goods, and converted the money ariſing 
from the ſale of the ſame to his own = is another charge of a very heinous na- 
ture; and which, I truſt, I ſhall find little difficulty in refuting. And, although,
